vealed the error of the former president’s way.

And a physician sitting at the 
bedside of a wrecked civilization may be 
pardoned if, in his concentration of intel­ 
lect, he speaks shandy to the spectators. 
But with regard to Woodrow Wilson, form­ 
er president of the United States, ¿rom 
whom I have received no favor, with whom 
I have had no word of private conversa­ 
tion, I wish to say this; 
In the darkest 
hour he shed light. 
Amid perplexity, he

aims he was austere and disciplined.

endowed with the arts that flatter, he 
turned many a friend into a foe, but be his 
errors of temperament what they are said 
to be,-we sh&H-not look up^ifhis like again. 
If Washington arose from the past, if Lin­ 
coln embodied the present, then Woodrow 
Wilson envisages the future. As a friend, 
he may have faults—as a champion of the 
unfriended, ail fault is redeemed by his 
courage. There is one nearer the former 
president than Mr. Lansing «who might have 
written, a book as embittered. He is silent. 
Even if he have somewhat to forgive, it 
may be that >e deems Woodrow Wilson the 
man, of all Hving men today, the best 
worth forgiving.
